citizen ean be treied, convieted and -
prisoned in a foreign country amd this
government not be permitted to Know
the ovidence presented agalnst him how
shall it be guided when the guestion of
extending its protection is  presented,
The fair Inference from the vefusal of
the French government to produce the
evidence Is that its nnture is not such
as to justify the verdict ngainst Waller,
Our government shonld  firmly  insist
upon having the evidence In the ease
and if it s not furnislied within n rea-
sonable thme should demand the release
of Waller, with perhaps  indemnity.
Meanwhile it would be nnwise to in-
dulze In heated protests and  threats,
which could ouly have an exasperating
effect.

AS TO OFFICIAL BONDS,

an expericnce elther pleasing or satis:
fuctory. No instauce is recorded where
the sureties on the bond of any public
aofficiul who has been found to be short
in his aceounts In any considerable sum
have voluntarily made good the detieit
without contesting their lability in the
corrts. The Holt county chases against
thie sureties on  the bond, of Barreti
SNeott are fresh in the public mind. At
this very mowent the teial is pending in
ihe supreme court of the suit brongzht
by the state to recover from the suretfes
on the boud of ex-Treasurer Il jn-
demuity for the state money lost i the
Capital  National bank  failure. The
vnount of public funds approprinted by
the late defaulting treasurer of Ouusha
toas yet unannounced, but it is safe to
2ay that no indemnification il be hiad
by compromise without lowg-
trawn procecdings in the courts,

It the recent experience of the people
f Nebraska with ofliclal bhonds shontd
sount for anything, it should be to conn.
sel exceptionnl eare and more strict
seruting  of bonds hereafter presented
for the approval of the different authori-
ties upon whom that duty by law de-
volves,  In enacting o sintute giving
public officiuls the option of presenting
clther bonds with individual sureties or
bonds with corporate sureties the Inte
pelslature  doubtless Intended to lin-
prove the publie security for fidelity in
office. But the law is manifestly weak
i several places. There is no way of
recovering more rapldly or more surely
upon @ guarnoty company bowd than
npon any other and less prospect of re-
alizing on 0 judgment after it bhas been
secured, The only penaliy upon the com-
pany for not makiug good its bond is a
forfelture of the right to transact farther
business in the state.  And it woulid not
tike o very lovge loss to lnduce some of
these compuieies to forego future profits
from Nebraslia bhugluess,

There are no doubt merits and defects
In both kinds of bonds. The defects,
however, would offset one another i a
combination of the two were effected,
As It rests o the Judgment of the ap-
proving body to say whether each bond
presented to it Is good and soflicient, it
Isrentively within Hs provinee to iusist
that where the surety Is n gnaranty
company other sureties consisting of
individuals ownlug property In the state
and county shall also Le provided.
